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PREFACE 


This  annotated  bibliography  represents  one  of  the  early  tasks  of  a large- 
scale  project  to  study  the  evolution  of  a local  region—the  Upper  Grand  River 
Valley.  In  order  to  provide  research  tools  that  are  as  comprehensive  as 
possible,  we  are  doing  this  job  in  stages.  This  volume,  confined  to  Guelph  and 
Wellington  County,  covers  half  the  area  and  one  third  of  the  population  of  the 
larger  region.  It  will  soon  be  followed  by  a companion  volume,  an  inventory 
of  archival  materials  for  Guelph  and  Wellington  County.  Eventually,  similar 
research  tools  may  be  created  for  the  other  two  portions  of  the  region,  the 
Cambridge  area  and  the  Kitchener-Waterloo  area. 

This  project  began  in  early  1987  when  an  interdisciplinary  group  of 
academics  at  the  University  of  Guelph  formed  what  has  become  known  as  the 
Guelph  Regional  Project.  We  have  been  funded  by  a grant  from  the  Research 
Excellence  Fund  of  the  University  which  allowed  us  to  set  up  a Core  Research 
Unit  with  Dr  Elizabeth  Bloomfield  as  project  manager  and  a research  staff.  Dr 
Bloomfield  is  an  established  scholar  who  also  has  management  skills  and  the 
necessary  technical  expertise  to  design  the  computer-assisted  aspects  of  this 
project.  Of  the  staff  members,  several  deserve  special  mention  for  their 
contribution  to  the  completion  of  this  bibliography.  Jane  Turner  and  Joe 
Gabriel  both  worked  full  time  for  six  months,  searching  library  holdings, 
reading  the  material  and  assessing  it  for  the  annotations.  Both  were  strongly 
committed  to  the  project’s  goals,  and  their  dedication  to  accuracy  and 
comprehensiveness  is  obvious  in  the  pages  of  this  volume.  Much  of  the  data 
entry  for  the  bibliography  was  very  capably  done  by  Patricia  Abbott. 

Local  librarians  and  archivists  have  been  most  cooperative  and  have 
encouraged  us  in  this  task.  We  are  especially  grateful  to  Linda  Kearns,  the 
local  history  archivist  at  the  Guelph  Public  Library;  Bonnie  Callen  of  the 
Wellington  County  Archives;  and  Nancy  Sadek  and  Gloria  Troyer  of  the 
University  of  Guelph  Library’s  Archival  and  Special  Collections.  Ralph  Daehn 
of  the  University  Library  and  Peter  McCaskell  of  the  Department  of  Geography 
have  provided  useful  technical  advice  in  setting  up  the  computer  programming 
for  the  project.

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STUDYING  THE  REGION 


Gilbert  A.  Stelter 

Soon  after  John  Galt  founded  Guelph  in  1827  as  the  original  town  in  what 
would  become  Wellington  County,  he  wrote  that  "the  history  of  my  city  is  not 
likely  to  be  honoured  by  warlike  events."^  True  to  Galt’s  prediction,  the 
gently  rolling  landscape  of  the  area  has  not  been  the  scene  of  dramatic 
military  battles  or  major  social  conflict.  Rather,  its  development  appears  to 
have  been  characterized  by  the  commonplace,  by  processes  and  events  that 
seem  ordinary  to  residents  of  Ontario  and  other  parts  of  Canada.  This  typical, 
average  nature  of  the  area  has  been  a central  theme  of  commentators  for  more 
than  a century  and  a half.  And  it  became  the  symbolic  designation  used  by 
Elizabeth  Waterston  and  Douglas  Hoffman,  who  entitled  their  study  of 
landscape  and  life  in  Wellington  County,  On  Middle  Ground.* 2 * 

The  purpose  of  this  introduction  to  our  bibliography  of  the  area  is,  first, 
to  explore  some  of  the  questions  surrounding  the  study  of  this  and  other  local 
areas.  How  do  the  general  concepts  of  regionalism  in  Canada  apply  to  the 
study  of  a particular  area?  Second,  this  introduction  will  attempt  to  be  an 
informal  guide  to  the  research  and  publicaton  which  has  already  been  done  on 
the  area.  While  this  area  has  not  been  studied  as  extensively  as  that  of 
Kingston  or  Niagara,  for  example,  both  the  quantity  and  the  quality  of  that 
which  has  been  done  constitutes  a necessary  basis  for  further  work. 

DEVELOPING  AN  APPROACH  TO  THE  STUDY  OF  THE  LOCAL  REGION 

The  search  for  a Canadian  national  identity  which  characterized  a good 
deal  of  scholarship  in  the  1960s  has  given  way  to  a new  interest  in  "limited 
identities"  - the  identities  of  regions,  of  ethnic  and  religious  groups,  of 
classes,  and  of  gender.2,  Our  concern  here  is  with  the  limited  identity  of 
regionalism,  especially  as  it  applies  to  the  study  of  a local  region.4

Unfortunately,  there  is  a large  gap  between  the  public’s  experience  and 
interest  and  what  scholars  know  about  the  nature  of  local  region.  On  the  one 
hand,  a popular  concern  for  the  local  dimension  reflects,  as  one  historian  puts 
it,  "a  more  general,  positive  concern  for  the  localities  as  centres  of  loyalties 
and  identities,  and  a feeling  that  their  histories  were  as  important  as  what 
happened  in  distant  places."5 * 7  But  there  is  no  generally  accepted  scholarly 
model  which  would  help  us  explain  what  a local  region  is  like  and  how  it 
relates  to  the  rest  of  a province,  country,  or  the  rest  of  the  world. 


This  does  not  mean,  however,  that  the  theoretical  literature  is  of  little  or 
no  value  in  our  search  for  an  approach.  It  may  be  possible  to  integrate  two 
well  known  concepts,  that  of  metropolitanism,  and  that  of  central  place  theory, 
into  something  usable  at  the  local  level.  The  metropolitan  thesis  is  an  attempt 
to  explain  the  relationship  between  groups  of  people  in  terms  of  economic  and 
cultural  power.  At  the  centre  of  a hierarchy  of  communities  is  the  metropolis, 
which  not  only  dominates  but  also  develops  a series  of  reciprocal  relationships 
with  a hinterland  of  smaller  cities,  towns,  and  countryside.  Central  place 
theory  tends  to  be  more  local  in  its  application,  helping  us  to  understand  the 
market  functions,  the  size,  and  the  spacing  of  settlements.^ 


What  these  two  approaches  have  in  common  is  an  assumption  that  cities 
and  towns  are  central  elements  of  regions.  The  word  "region"  from  the  Latin 
regionem,  carries  the  notion  of  being  ruled,  of  being  directed.  In  this  case, 
the  central,  regionalizing  principle,  the  source  of  the  direction  and 
organization  of  an  area,  is  a "nucleated  settlement",  a town  or  city  which 
effectively  organizes  the  space  around  it.  The  definition  of  a region, 
therefore,  would  be  an  area  - a geographical  space  - centered  by  a town  or 
city. ^ The  region’s  core  would  then  be  definite,  while  the  edges  or  boundaries 
remain  vague  where  they  merge  into  adjacent  regions  based  on  similar  criteria. 
In  the  cases  of  most  city-centered  regions,  a map  of  a core-periphery  model 
would  look  something  like  an  amoeba  with  a central  nucleus. 

When  using  definitions  of  this  sort,  it  soon  becomes  obvious  that  the 
boundaries  of  Wellington  County  do  not  correspond  to  the  shape  of  a region 
centered  on  Guelph  (Figure  1).  The  city  is  not  located  near  the  centre  of  the 
county,  but  is  actually  close  to  the  southern  edge.  So  any  functional 
definition  of  a city-centered  region,  based  on  the  constant  interaction  between

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a central  city  and  surrounding  towns  and  counytryside,  would  not  correspond 
to  the  county  boundaries,  especially  because  Guelph  appears  to  have  little 
direct  connection  with  the  northern  portion  of  the  county  in  a metropolitan 
sense.  A possible  solution  might  be  the  establishment,  in  functional  terms,  of 
the  boundaries  of  a Guelph-centered  region.  This  task  has  been  attempted, 
based  on  central  place  theory,  with  Guelph  located  near  the  bottom  of  an 
oblong-shaped  region  stretching  north  to  Kenilworth,  east  to  Erin,  and 
southeast  to  Campbellville.^  But  anyone  familiar  with  this  area  will  soon 
realize  that  this  solution  raises  more  problems  than  it  solves.  For  one  thing, 
it  virtually  ignores  the  presence  of  another,  nearby  urban  complex,  the  twin 
cities  of  Kitchener-Waterloo.  In  many  respects,  the  territory  delineated  by 
scholars  as  being  Guelph’s  region  is  also  part  of  Kitchener-Waterloo’s  region. 

This  does  not  mean  that  the  concept  of  a city-centered  region  is  of  no 
value  for  the  purposes  of  understanding  the  nature  of  this  local  area.  It 
simply  means  that  we  must  raise  our  sights  to  the  next  level  of  region.  It  is 
not  enough  to  define  regions  by  what  they  are  in  functional  terms.  We  also 
have  to  ask  where  the  region  is  in  relation  to  other  regions  in  the  vicinity 
and  beyond.  Even  a cursory  glance  at  a map  of  southwestern  Ontario  suggests 
the  presence  of  three  major  city-centered  regions  which  virtually  surround  the 
local  area  - Toronto  to  the  east,  Hamilton  to  the  south,  and  London  to  the 
west.  Is  the  local  area  merely  what  is  left  over  in  a space  between  these 
well-defined  city-centered  regions?  The  space  itself  seems  to  have  some 
geographic  homogeneity  in  that  it  essentially  represents  the  watershed  of  the 
Upper  Grand  River.  Is  this  Upper  Grand  River  Valley  area  only  the  peripheral 
edge  of  several  city-centered  systems,  or  does  it  constitute  a system,  a city- 
centered  region  in  its  own  right? 

If  we  were  to  consider  the  Upper  Grand  River  Valley  as  a region  in  the 
terms  we  have  been  discussing,  we  would  have  to  allow  for  the  possibility  of 
variations  from  the  normal  single-city-centered  regional  model.  At  the  local 
level,  there  would  be  three  cities:  Guelph,  Cambridge,  and  Kitchener-Waterloo 
(these  twin  cities  are  counted  as  one  place),  each  with  its  own  small  local 
system.  But  at  the  level  of  the  space  of  the  Upper  Grand  River  Valley,  it 
would  appear  that  this  region  is  centered  by  three  urban  nodes,  perhaps 
collectively  acting  as  a single  entity.  In  other  words,  this  particular  universe 
may  be  revolving  around  not  one  sun,  but  three,  to  use  an  analogy  from 
astronomy  which  seems  particularly  appropriate  in  visualizing  the  nature  of 
urban  systems. 

The  model  presented  here  could  be  a fairly  useful  representation  of  how  a 
system  of  cities,  towns,  and  countryside  now  function  as  a city-centered 
region.  Historically,  however,  this  probably  was  not  the  case,  for  the 
geographical  space  of  the  valley  was  occupied  in  earlier  eras  by  a society  that 
was  fragmented  on  the  basis  of  ethnicity.  This  fragmentation  did  not  come 
about  accidentally  or  spontaneously,  but  was  the  product  of  several  directed 
group  migrations  which  resulted  in  the  settlement  of  specific  portions  of  the 
valley.  The  first  of  these  migrations  involved  the  Pennsylvania  Germans  who

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purchased  and  settled  the  "German  Block"  after  1800  and  developed  a highly 
German  society  centered  on  Berlin/Kitchener-Waterloo.  The  second  was  the 
result  of  William  Dickson’s  entrepreneurial  activity  in  purchasing  Dumfries 
Township  in  1816  and  promoting  Scottish  settlement  focused  on  the  town  of 
Galt  (Cambridge).  The  third  was  the  founding  of  Guelph  in  1827  by  John  Galt 
to  act  as  headquarters  for  the  development  of  the  Canada  Company’s  land 
holding  in  the  area.  This  project  attracted  a mixture  of  basically  British 
settlers  and  was  soon  followed  by  a similar  but  smaller  version  by  William 
Gilkison,  who  founded  Elora  as  the  centrepiece  of  his  Nichol  Township 
property  in  1833.  The  following  year,  1834,  Adam  Fergusson  began  the 
neighbouring  settlement  of  Fergus  as  a consciously  Scottish  community.  It  is 
not  yet  clear  just  how  segregated  these  various  ethnic  groups  remained  during 
the  nineteenth  century.  Ethnicity  must  have  coloured  the  perceptions  residents 
of  the  Grand  River  Valley  had  of  region,  and  probably  tended  to  localize  their 
notions  of  community. 


We  have  suggested  that  the  formal  boundaries  of  Wellington  County  did 
not  correspond  either  with  a homogeneous  geographical  entity  or  with  a 
functional,  city-centered  region.  However,  if  one  puts  the  map  of  Wellington 
County  together  with  that  of  Waterloo  County,  it  is  almost  as  though  one  is 
putting  together  two  halves  of  a jig-saw  puzzle.  In  combination,  the  two 
formal  boundaries  cover  much  of  the  natural  and  functional  area,  suggesting  a 
high  correlation  between  several  ways  of  defining  the  local  region.  The  point 
to  be  emphasized  here  is  that  it  is  necessary  to  see  Guelph  and  Wellington 
County  as  part  of  a larger,  evolving,  local  region,  a region  referred  to  here  as 
the  Upper  Grand  River  Valley. 


A conceptual  framework  such  as  the  one  outlined  above  can  contribute  to 
our  understanding  of  this  and  other  local  regions  in  several  respects.  First,  a 
regional  framework  leads  to  a clearer  picture  of  the  relationship  between 
regions  and  between  town  and  country.^  At  the  provincial  level  it  should 
make  us  conscious  of  the  extent  to  which  the  local  region  has  been  a part  of 
Toronto’s  metropolitan  empire.  The  economic  dimension  of  this  metropolis- 
hinterland  relationship  is  usually  well  understood,  but  there  is  a cultural  aspect 
as  well.  Architectural  design  is  one  example.  The  major  churches  and  public 
buildings  of  Guelph  were  designed  by  Toronto  architects  such  as  William 
Thomas,  Henry  Langley,  and  Joseph  Connolly,  symbolizing  the  way  Toronto’s 
aesthetic  tastes  permeated  its  hinterland.1^  At  the  local  level,  a regional 
framework  allows  us  to  see  the  smaller  places,  the  towns  and  villages,  and  the 
rural  population  as  integral  parts  of  the  complex  web  of  the  region’s  society. 
And  finally,  a look  at  the  regional  system  in  different  periods  of  time  will 
make  us  realize  how  relationships  within  and  beyond  a region  change  over 
time.  The  power  of  the  central  metropolis  is  more  obvious  now  than  it  was  in

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the  nineteenth  century.  And,  internally,  a system  which  once  had  three 
relatively  equal  central  nodes  is  increasingly  dominated  by  one. 

A GUIDE  TO  RESEARCH  AND  PUBLICATIONS  ON  THE  LOCAL  REGION 

When  this  bibliography  is  combined  with  the  forthcoming  volume  on 
archival  sources,  it  will  represent  a comprehensive  guide  to  the  sources 
available  for  the  history  of  a Canadian  local  region.  It  will  also  be  an 
indication  of  the  types  of  material  that  probably  exist  for  most  local  regions. 
One  could  argue,  of  course,  that  this  quantity  is  not  matched  by  quality,  for 
much  of  what  constitutes  local  history  in  this  country  is  easily  criticized. ^ 
At  worst,  it  is  a compilation  of  local  minutiae,  sources  are  used  uncritically,  a 
booster  mentality  pervades  in  which  local  events  are  seen  as  part  of  a 
continuously  unfolding  success  story,  and,  especially,  there  is  no  larger  context 
for  events  or  processes.  On  the  other  hand,  at  best,  local  history  is  the 
product  of  careful  research,  stories  are  told  skilfully,  and  an  immense  amount 
of  local  information  is  made  available  which  cannot  be  found  anywhere  else. 

This  bibliography  lists  material  of  varying  quality.  Our  annotations  after 
each  item  should  allow  researchers  to  make  at  least  a preliminary  judgement  as 
to  whether  a particular  article  or  book  will  be  of  use  to  them.  What  follows 
is  a rough  guide  to  some  of  the  various  categories  of  material  listed.

(3)  special  editions  of  newpapers 

(4)  local  historical  society  publications 

(5)  university  essays  and  theses

1 GENERAL  HISTORIES  OF  THE  REGION  AND  THE  COUNTY 

The  major  reference  work  for  the  combined  counties  of  Wellington  and 
Waterloo  is  the  reprinted  version  bound  in  one  volume:  the  Illustrated  Atlas  of 
County  of  Waterloo  (1881)  and  the  Illustrated  Atlas  of  County  of  Wellington 
(1877).  This  work  contains  maps,  town  plans  and  biographies  of  local  notables. 
Several  general  histories  are  useful  introductions  to  the  entire  region.  An 
early  example  is  A.E.  Byerly’s  The  Beginning  of  Things  in  Waterloo  and 
Wellington  Counties  (1935),  a brief  compilation  of  major  events  and  people, 
often  based  on  a good  knowledge  of  primary  sources.  The  most  extensive 
coverage  is  provided  by  Mabel  Dunham,  Grand  River  (1945),  a readable  history 
of  the  region  with  a strong  section  on  the  Indian  population  prior  to  European 
settlement.  The  most  reliable  scholarly  outline  of  the  directed  settlement 
schemes  in  the  Grand  River  Valley  is  still  Charles  Johnston’s  lengthy  article  in 
Ontario  Historical  Society  Papers  and  Records  (1962).  ^

Charles  M.  Johnston,  "An  outline  of  early  settlement  in  the  Grand

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For  Wellington  County  itself,  the  essential  starting  place  is  the  reprinted 
Historical  Atlas  of  1906,  with  its  detailed  maps  and  town  plans  and  historical 
sketches  of  each  community  in  the  county.  This  volume  is  also  the  most 
reliable  source  of  biographical  inf ormation  about  important  families  such  as  the 
Bells,  the  Goldies,  or  the  Guthries.  The  compilers  appear  to  have  made  a 
special  effort  to  get  accurate  genealogical  information  from  residents,  and  the 
assessments  of  the  significance  of  an  individual’s  activities  are  remarkably 
objective  and  sound. 

An  important  overview  of  county  history  is  provided  by  Stephen 
Thorning’s  recent  article  which  traces  the  historical  tradition  from  the 
journalists’  accounts  of  the  1860s  to  the  publications  of  the  historical 
societies.^  Thorning  shows  how  the  basic  form  of  local  history  was  the 
topically  organized  account  with  separate  chapters  on  economic  development, 
various  institutions,  and  families.  The  form,  as  he  points  out,  tends  to  isolate 
various  aspects  of  community  life  and  inhibits  any  conception  of  a community’s 
development  over  time. 

2 HISTORIES  OF  PARTICULAR  PLACES 

Of  the  large  number  of  studies  of  individual  places,  only  a few  of  the 
best  will  be  mentioned.  As  the  largest  place  in  the  county,  Guelph  has  been 
best  served,  not  surprisingly.  The  most  important  early  work  was  C.  Acton 
Burrows,  Annals  of  the  Town  of  Guelph,  1827-1877  (1877).  Burrows  was  a 
local  newspaperman  with  a keen  appreciation  of  the  essentials  of  a 
community’s  life.  Much  of  his  book  may  appear  to  be  only  a compilation  of 
facts,  but  the  data  he  provides  are  often  unique,  for  he  effectively  used 
recollections  of  early  residents  he  knew  and  he  had  access  to  runs  of  local 
early  newspapers  no  longer  in  existence.  The  basic  modern  work  on  Guelph  is 
the  History  of  Guelph,  1827-1927  (1977),  a product  of  the  combined  efforts  of 
professional  historian  Leo  Johnson  and  a number  of  dedicated  members  of  the 
Guelph  Historical  Society.  Anyone  doing  research  on  any  aspect  of  Guelph’s 
history  should  start  with  this  volume  and  its  excellent  index  as  a reference. 
Guelph’s  founder,  the  novelist  John  Galt,  has  been  the  subject  of  several 
recent  studies  which  relate  his  role  as  town  planner  and  builder  to  the  ideas 
in  his  voluminous  fictional  production.14  The  most  reliable  sources  for  the 
architectural  history  of  Guelph  are  the  two  slim  volumes  by  Gordon  Couling 
entitled  Downtown  Walkabout  (1982),  and  Where  Guelph  Began  (1986),  based  on 
extensive  original  research.  More  than  any  other  individual,  Couling  made  local 
residents  aware  of  the  value  of  their  community’s  architectural  heritage. 

For  Fergus,  the  autobiographical  account  of  A.D.  Ferrier,  The  Early  Days 
of  Fergus  (1866),  and  Hugh  Templin,  Fergus:  The  Story  of  a Little  Town 
(1933),  provide  general  outlines  of  the  Scottish  element  of  this  community.  A

The  most  detailed  scholarly  study  of  early  Fergus  is 
Elizabeth  Morgan,  "Visions  of  Improvement,"  a Ph.D.  dissertation  which 
contrasts  Adam  Fergusson’s  goals  with  the  actual  development  of  the  town.15 
An  article  by  Otto  Bouwman  places  the  planning  of  Fergus  into  the  Scottish 
town  planning  tradition.1^ 

The  writing  of  Elora’s  history  begins  with  John  Connon’s  The  Early 
History  of  Elora  and  Vicinity  (1930),  a quixotic  combination  of  family  histories, 
reminiscences  and  unattributed  primary  sources.  A collection  of  brief 
historical  sketches,  History  of  Elora  (1982),  has  been  compiled  by  Roberta 
Allen  from  Tweedsmuir  histories.  The  role  of  William  Gilkison  in  founding 
Elora  has  been  examined,17  but  an  understanding  of  the  evolution  of  the 
community  from  its  origins  to  the  present  awaits  the  appearance  of  Stephen 
Thorning’s  forthcoming  study. 

Several  local  histories  of  other  communities  in  the  county  warrant 
mention  as  compilations  of  useful  information.  These  include  Arthur  Wright’s 
Pioneer  Days  in  Nichol  (1924),  and  Memories  of  Mount  Forest  (1928),  and  an 
outline  of  Mount  Forest’s  early  history  by  William  Edwards,  Mount  Forest:  The 
Way  We  Were  (1979).  Of  the  compilations  for  townships,  competent  examples 
are:  Campbell  Cork,  Arthur  Township  From  Then  to  Now,  1850-1985  (1986);  and 
David  M Beattie,  Pillars  and  Patches  Along  The  Pathway:  A History  of  Nichol 
Township  (1985). 

3 SPECIAL  EDITIONS  OF  NEWSPAPERS 

We  have  included  a large  number  of  items  in  this  bibliography  drawn  from 
local  newspapers  as  these  often  contain  material  not  available  in  any  other 
form.  Two  types  of  special  editions  of  newspapers  are  particularly  important 
for  our  purposes.  The  first  is  the  historical  edition.  In  fact,  the  beginnings  of 
written  history  in  Guelph  and  the  county  date  from  1866  when  the  Guelph 
Mercury  and  the  Elora  Observer  both  published  series  of  historical  articles. 
The  Mercury  articles  emphasized  the  hardships  of  early  pioneer  life  and  how 
conditions  had  changed  from  the  1820s  to  the  1860s.  The  Observer  articles 
tended  to  be  recollections  of  pioneers.  In  the  twentieth  century,  several 
special  historical  editions  deserve  mention.  In  1906,  the  Guelph  Mercury  began 
a lengthy  series  of  articles  on  the  history  of  the  county  and  its  various 
townships.  In  1917,  the  Mercury  celebrated  its  60th  anniversary  as  a daily 
with  another  historical  series.  The  most  significant  example  of  this  type  was

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the  1927  Centennial  Issue  of  the  Mercury  (July  20,  1927),  with  about  130  large 
pages  devoted  to  many  aspects  of  the  history  of  Guelph  and  Wellington  County. 

A second  type  of  special  edition  was  the  trade  edition,  designed  to 
publicize  and  promote  the  growth  of  the  area.  These  editions  collected 
economic  statistics  and  biographies  of  firms  and  entrepreneurs.  An  early 
version  was  the  Guelph  Herald  of  May  22,  1878.  During  the  1890s  both  the 
Mercury  (June  23,1894)  and  the  Herald  (December,  1895)  produced  editions  of 
this  kind.  The  most  ambitious  (and  useful)  example  was  the  Mercury’s  special 
issue  of  1908  entitled  Guelph  and  Her  Industries,  which  included  about  200 
surveys  of  the  city’s  businesses. 

Related  to  the  trade  issues  which  concentrated  on  urban  places  was  the 
periodical,  The  Canada  Farmer,  which  emphasized  the  rural  dimension  of  life. 
For  the  years  we  indexed  it,  1847  to  1876,  The  Canada  Farmer  carried  more 
than  100  articles  dealing  with  the  local  region.  For  part  of  this  time,  its 
editor  was  W.F.  Clarke,  a Presbyterian  minister  in  Guelph.  While  The  Canada 
Farmer  regularly  carried  articles  on  everything  from  prices  and  farming 
methods  to  the  design  of  farm  buildings,  we  have  cited  only  those  articles 
concerned  specifically  with  our  region,  notably  the  regular  reports  on  regional 
and  provincial  agricultural  fairs  in  which  local  farmers  and  breeders  exhibited 
their  crops  and  livestock.^ 

4 LOCAL  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  PUBLICATIONS 

The  annual  publications  of  the  local  historical  societies  have  been  major 
outlets  for  the  work  of  local  historians.  The  earliest  were  the  annual  reports 
of  the  Wellington  County  Historical  Society  in  the  1930s  which  included 
articles,  for  example,  by  David  Allan  on  early  industry  and  milling.^  More 
recently,  the  major  local  publication  has  been  produced  by  the  Guelph 
Historical  Society.  From  the  very  modest  Publications  of  the  Guelph  Historical 
Society  in  the  early  1960s,  the  society’s  journal  Historic  Guelph,  edited  by 
Ruth  and  Eber  Pollard,  has  become  a respected  vehicle  of  local  history.  A 
random  selection  of  some  of  the  authors  and  subjects  in  Historic  Guelph  is  an 
indication  of  the  breadth  of  interest:  John  Keleher  on  Father  John  Holzer; 
Gerald  Stortz  on  Rev.  Arthur  Palmer;  Judith  Nasby  on  painter  David  Kennedy; 
Terry  Crowley  on  the  Mickle  family.  Coverage  of  the  county  outside  Guelph 
will  be  greatly  enhanced  by  the  appearance  of  a new  annual  journal, 
Wellington  County  History,  produced  by  the  Wellington  County  Historical 
Research  Society.  Its  first  issue  in  1987  included  solid  articles  on  Elora, 
Arthur,  Palmerston,  and  Fergus. 

5 UNIVERSITY  ESSAYS  AND  THESES 

Theses  and  honours  essays  dealing  with  regional  topics  are  now  regularly 
deposited  in  the  University  of  Guelph  Library  Archives  and  Special  Collections

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and  may  be  consulted  by  the  public.  A few  examples  will  be  cited  here  to 
give  local  researchers  some  indication  of  the  kind  of  work  being  done  by 
students. 

Because  social  history  has  been  fashionable  for  the  past  decade,  a good 
deal  of  graduate  work  has  been  done  on  the  structure  of  society  and  on  social 
institutions.  The  most  detailed  analysis  of  any  regional  community’s  society 
has  been  done  by  Debra  Nash-Chambers,  whose  M.A.  thesis  dealt  with  Guelph 
during  the  mid-19th  century,  and  whose  Ph.D.  dissertation  dealt  with  Guelph 
during  the  early  industrial  era.  With  the  assistance  of  sophisticated  computer 
programming,  she  was  able  to  link  the  data  in  the  manuscript  censuses  to  that 
on  assessment  rolls  in  an  effort  to  reconstruct  the  changing  character  of 
households  and  neighborhoods.^  Mary  Rae  Shantz  has  studied  the  Irish 
Catholics  of  early  Guelph  and  concludes  that  their  attempts  to  define 
themselves  as  a distinctive  ethno-religious  group  were  inhibited  by  the  church’s 
local  clerical  leadership.2  * In  an  examination  of  Protestant  sermons  reprinted 
in  the  Guelph  Mercury  in  the  19th  century,  Alex  McEwen  shows  how  sermons 
reflected  the  major  social  issues  of  the  day.22  Joe  Gabriel  has  described  the 
several  public  county  and  private  Roman  Catholic  relief  institutions  and 
demonstrates  how  religion  was  a divisive  influence  in  the  case  of  the  poor. 23 
Barbara  Sibley’s  study  of  the  Guelph  Mechanics’  Institute  outlines  how  the 
institute  was  used  by  society’s  established  elements  to  encourage  socially 
acceptable  thoughts  and  behaviour.24 

Biographies  continue  to  be  a rich  area  for  historical  research.  Several 
students  have  recently  reexamined  the  role  of  particular  local  entrepreneurs 
and  have  ended  up  questioning  perceptions  that  these  were  uni-dimensional 
people.  Joe  Gabriel,  in  studying  William  Bell,  found  that  Bell’s  development  of 
new  technologies  allowed  the  Bell  Organ  Company  of  Guelph  to  compete

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successfully  in  the  international  scene.25  John  Hyde’s  biography  of  Guelph 
publisher  J.W.  Lyon  demonstrates  how  this  entrepreneur’s  activities  combined 
personal  gain  and  the  promotion  of  public  good.2^  According  to  John 
Warecki’s  work  on  Guelph  industrialist  Charles  Raymond,  Raymond’s  activities 
in  education,  the  church  and  charities  dominated  much  of  his  life.27 

A potentially  rich  area  for  research  is  the  built  environment  which 
includes  everything  from  planning  and  land  development  to  architecture  and 
construction.  Good  examples  of  recent  work  include  Marilyn  Armstrong’s 
innovative  study  of  how  developers  shaped  the  character  of  mid-19th  century 
Guelph.* 2 * *^  There  has  been  surprisingly  little  research  on  individual  buildings: 
Robert  Miller’s  examination  of  the  use  of  stone  as  a building  material  in 
Guelph  is  a useful  basis  for  further  work.2^  The  best  scholarly  work  on  local 
rural  buildings  is  Janine  Grant’s  study  of  six  farmhouses  in  Eramosa 
Township.5®  A good  example  of  how  one  institution’s  planning  and 
architecture  can  be  related  to  larger  community  and  social  trends  is  Maria 
Kaars  Sijpesteijn’s  thesis  on  the  evolution  of  the  campus  of  the  Ontario 
Agricultural  College.5^ 

6 FICTION 

Writers  of  fiction  who  use  the  local  region  as  a setting  for  their  work 
offer  us  a different  but  equally  valuable  set  of  insights  into  the  character  of  a 
community  from  those  we  might  expect  from  historical  accounts.  A handy 
reference  to  these  writers  and  their  works  is  the  Guide  to  the  Literary  History 
of  Waterloo  and  Wellington  Counties  (1985)  edited  by  Gerald  Noonan.  These 
local  writers  could  be  considered  a part  of  a tradition  of  writing  about 
Canadian  small  towns  that  includes  Stephen  Leacock,  Robertson  Davies,  and

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Alice  Munro.  According  to  Elizabeth  Waterston,  this  Canadian  tradition 
incorporates  two  basic  elements:  at  one  level  it  points  to  and  analyzes  the 
disharmony  present  in  most  aspects  of  small-town  life.  At  another,  it 
establishes  the  writer’s  intellectual  and  emotional  distance  from  the  subject, 
for  the  town  is  looked  down  upon  from  a cosmopolitan  point  of  view.32 

These  two  elements  are  evident  in  some  of  the  best  writing  on  the 
region.  The  examples  below  have  been  chosen  from  different  eras  in  the 
region’s  history.  The  first  novel  to  use  the  local  region  as  a setting  was 
Bogle  Corbet,  published  by  John  Galt  in  1831.  This  was  a thinly  veiled 
account  of  Galt’s  own  ideas  and  activities  in  founding  Guelph.  The  town  of 
"Stockwell"  is  pictured  as  a planned,  centrally  directed  community,  designed  to 
be  a vanguard  in  the  occupation  of  a fearful  wilderness.  The  central  crisis  in 
the  book  is  the  tension  between  the  town’s  founder  and  leader.  Bogle  Corbet, 
and  the  settlers  who  make  up  the  population.  Corbet  represented  the  notion 
of  strong  leadership  and  group  solidarity,  symbolized  by  the  image  of  "A 
Bundle  of  Sticks".  On  the  other  hand,  the  settlers  tended  toward  an 
individualistic  approach  to  authority  and  landowning  -"every  man  for 
himself".33  The  relationship  between  the  author  and  the  community  is  similar 
to  that  in  Galt’s  other  novels  about  towns  in  Scotland  and  the  United  States 
and  reflects  a sophisticate’s  pride  in  standing  above  and  beyond  the  local. 

This  developing  Canadian  tradition  is  perhaps  even  more  clearly  illustra- 
ted by  Mary  Leslie  who  wrote  The  Cromaboo  Mail  Carrier  in  1878.  This 
savage  satire  uses  the  name  Cromaboo  for  the  Village  of  Erin.  The  opening 
lines  leave  no  doubt  as  to  the  author’s  attitude  toward  the  community: 
"Cromaboo  is  the  most  blackguard  village  in  Canada,  and  is  settled  by  the 
lowest  class  of  Irish,  Highland  Scotch  and  Dutch.  It  consists  of  seven  taverns, 
six  churches,  and  about  one  hundred  shabby  frame  houses  built  on  little 
gravelly  mounds.  Fights  are  frequent,  drunkeness  flourishes,  vice  abounds...." 
The  author  suggests  that  outsiders  were  usually  not  immediately  aware  of  the 
local  disharmony,  for  Cromaboo  seemed  to  be  "such  a pretty  pastoral  little 
village... each  little  white  dwelling  looked  like  a home,  an  abode  of  peace  and 
conscience."  (p.  48).  But  appearances  were  deceiving;  the  pleasant  "village 
murmur"  was  in  reality  "a  chorus  of  oaths,  screams  and  drunken  songs,  rising 
higher  and  louder  as  the  night  advances."  (p.  49).  Erin’s  residents  were 
incensed  by  Leslie’s  depiction  of  their  activities  and  apparently  tried  to  have 
the  novel  banned.  While  Leslie  was  born  in  the  local  region,  much  of  her 
education  took  place  in  Europe  and  the  novel  reflects  a cosmopolitan’s 
perspective  on  a small,  relatively  primitive  frontier  village. 

A more  nostalgic  atmosphere  is  established  in  a novel  set  in  Elora,  Day 
Before  Yesterday  (1925),  by  journalist  Fred  Jacob  who  was  born  in  Elora 
before  moving  to  Toronto.  A central  theme  is  the  decline  of  upper  class 
exclusiveness.  The  central  character,  the  town’s  banker,  was  more  willing  than

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his  wife  to  accept  "an  increasing  tinge  of  commonness"  in  the  town’s  social 
relationships,  (p.  92).  Jacob  sadly  recalls  the  spirit  of  the  decade  of  his 
childhood,  the  1880s,  in  Elora,  when  "the  older  towns  of  Ontario  were  self- 
contained  social  entities,  loosely  connected  with  the  world  outside  their  walls." 
By  the  1920s,  in  contrast,  society  had  "been  ironed  out,  and  standardized,  and 
knit  more  closely  together  town  to  town."  (p.  319). 


*********** 


Jacob’s  astute  commentary  on  the  changing  nature  of  society  could  well 
serve  as  a theme  for  the  study  of  this  local  region,  and  for  others  in  Canada, 
for  that  matter.  Perhaps,  as  Northrop  Frye  suggests,  the  "artist  seems  to 
draw  strength  from  a very  limited  community..."  The  more  a writer 
concentrates  on  a particular  locality,  "the  more  intelligible  he  becomes  to 
readers  all  over  the  world."^  The  point  to  be  made  here,  in  conclusion,  is 
simply  that  a study  of  local  history  is  not  necessarily  a parochial  activity. 
Rather,  a serious  approach  to  "limited  identities"  can  be  the  basis  for  a real 
insight  into  the  meaning  of  community  and  region.

CREATING  AND  USING  THE  BIBLIOGRAPHY 


Elizabeth  Bloomfield 


The  deeper  the  research,  the  more 
the  light  of  the  evidence  must  converge 
from  sources  of  many  different  kinds.

Local  and  regional  history,  or  what  has  been  called  "nearby  history", 
focuses  most  closely  on  the  minutiae  of  ordinary  people  in  their  everyday 
lives.^  But  records  of  such  activities  have  survived  unevenly  or  may  be 
inaccessible.  Researchers  at  this  level  of  historical  analysis  should  therefore 
be  aware  of  and  use  source  materials  of  all  possible  kinds.  This  Bibliography 
has  been  the  first  major  task  in  the  Guelph  Regional  Project’s  plan  of  creating 
a solid  information  base  to  support  detailed  analysis  and  interpretation  of  the 
Upper  Grand  Valley  region.  The  volume  describes  all  the  published  materials 
we  have  found  that  relate  to  the  settlement  and  development  of  Guelph  and 
Wellington  County  before  1940.  The  Guelph  Regional  Project’s  Inventory,  now 
being  compiled,  describes  all  the  relevant  primary  and  archival  sources 
according  to  a similar  methodology. 

The  Bibliography  and  Inventory  have  some  distinctive  qualities  and  the 
process  of  creating  them  has  been  innovative  in  several  ways  which  could  be 
useful  in  other  projects  of  regional  and  local  history.  In  essence,  we  are 
combining  references  to  bibliographic  and  archival  records  in  a one  large 
machine-readable  database  to  facilitate  research  into  the  interconnections  of 
all  phenomena  in  a regional  area.  Our  methodology  is  designed  to  access  and 
describe  material  of  all  kinds  --  primary  archival  record  groups  and  series,  all 
print  publications,  articles  in  journals,  chapters  in  books,  as  well  as  individual 
manuscripts,  letters,  maps,  and  photographs  — and  to  combine  them  in  a single 
database  with  one  MARC-compatible  record  structure.  Thus  all  records 
relating  to  a specific  subject  may  be  searched  for  and  retrieved  by  an 
integrated  strategy  on  the  computer.  Canadian  bibliographic  databases  are

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scarce  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences,  while  archives  seldom  use 
computer  methods  for  physical  or  intellectual  control  of  their  records.  It  is 
especially  rare  for  all  the  types  of  records  in  which  we  are  interested  to  be 
combined  in  one  database. 

Other  distinctive  features  of  the  Bibliography  include: 

* A computerized  methodology  which  has  included  testing  the 
advantages  of  INMAGIC  software  in  indexing,  search  and  retrieval  and  its 
ability  to  format  machine-readable  records  into  text. 

* Inclusion  of  references  to  all  kinds  of  secondary  and  published 
materials  — all  discrete  print  publications  such  as  books,  pamphlets  and 
brochures,  maps,  articles  in  journals,  chapters  in  books  --  as  well  as 
theses  and  reports  concerned  wholly  or  in  part  with  Guelph  and 
Wellington  County. 

* Particular  thoroughness  and  consistency  in  compilation,  all 
references  having  been  personally  inspected,  abstracted  and  indexed  by 
the  researchers  before  inclusion  in  the  database. 

* Indexing  of  all  records  according  to  five  types  of  index  terms— 
places  or  geographical  locations,  authors,  personal  subjects,  corporate 
subjects  (such  as  businesses,  churches,  schools  or  associations),  and 
topical  subject  headings  for  which  a special  thesaurus  was  designed  for 
local  and  regional  studies. 

* Details  of  specific  locations  of  all  records  so  that  the  Bibliography 
serves  as  a "union  list"  of  sources  on  this  region. 

* Accessibility  to  University  and  community  users  in  machine-readable 
and  print  formats. 

In  this  chapter,  we  outline  the  process  by  which  the  Bibliography  has 
been  planned  and  compiled  and  explain  procedures  which  should  be  understood 
by  users  of  the  printed  volume. 

PROCESS  OF  COMPILING  RESEARCH  TOOLS 

The  flow  diagram  (Figure  2)  illustrates  the  successive  stages  in  the 
process  of  creating  the  research  tools.  In  reality,  the  process  of  compiling  the 
Bibliography  was  less  orderly  than  the  diagram  might  suggest.  The  predictable 
delays  and  setbacks  in  developing  any  complex  and  innovative  methodology 
were  compounded  by  various  hardware  and  software  problems.  There  were 
many  more  "backward  loops"  in  the  process  than  are  shown  in  the  diagram,  as 
we  discovered  new  collections  of  materials  or  revised  record  structures,  search 
strategies  and  report  formats.  The  work  of  creating  the  Guelph  Regional 
Project’s  Inventory  of  archival  and  primary  sources  has  gone  more  smoothly, 
however,  conforming  quite  closely  to  the  stages  summarized  in  the  diagram.

Process  of  Creating  Bibliography  and  Inventory 
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1 PLANNING 

The  first  three  months  of  the  Project  were  devoted  to  defining  the 
purposes  of  the  research  tools  to  be  created  in  the  first  phase,  and  to 
selecting  hardware  and  software  and  designing  appropriate  systems. 

The  purpose  of  creating  the  Guelph  Regional  Project’s  information  base  is 
to  sustain  the  research  interests  of  its  various  participants  in  the  nineteenth- 
century  settlement  and  development  of  the  Upper  Grand  Valley  region. 
Individual  members  of  the  academic  group  are  concerned  with  aspects  of 
economic  and  social  organization,  culture  and  politics,  and  with  the  shaping  of 
the  built  environment  and  cultural  landscape.  The  nature  of  a Canadian  region 
was  defined  as  the  central  problematique,  with  two  main  themes  — migration 
and  ethnicity,  and  the  changing  relationships  between  town  and  country  — 
intended  to  unify  a wide  range  of  topical  studies. 

At  first,  we  had  expected  only  to  make  an  inventory  of  the  primary  and 
archival  materials  relating  to  the  southern  part  of  the  region,  and  to  use  quite 
simple  machine-readable  methods.  During  the  planning  phase,  however,  these 
objectives  were  modified  in  three  ways.  It  was  agreed  that  a bibliography  of 
published  and  secondary  materials  should  be  compiled  as  a preliminary  to  the 
Inventory.  The  territorial  area  was  defined  as  all  of  Guelph  and  Wellington 
County,  to  be  extended  later  to  Waterloo  County  as  time  and  resources 
permitted.  Finally,  it  was  decided  to  develop  a more  innovative  methodology 
as  a model  for  other  local  and  regional  studies. 

Plans  for  the  Guelph  Regional  Project’s  research  tools  have  involved 
critical  choices,  including  the  extent  to  which  machine-readable  methods  should 
be  used.  We  had  the  example  of  the  Landon  Project’s  "ideal  historical  data 
base"  which  was  commenced  at  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  in  the  mid- 
1970s.  ^ We  studied  state-of-the-art  models  in  the  design  of  research  tools, 
including  the  Vancouver  Island  Project  (VIP)  and  its  vision  of  an  "automated 
archivist",  which  both  respects  the  provenance  of  records  and  helps  users  to 
gain  maximum  subject  access.* * * 4  We  took  note  of  guides  to  local  records  in

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other  counties  of  Ontario,  such  as  Phelps’s  bibliography  of  sources  on  Lambton 
County, ^ and  the  inventories  of  county  or  city  archival  records  that  were 
undertaken  by  the  Toronto  Area  Archivists’  Group  or  other  agencies.^ 
Experience  in  compiling  computer-assisted  annual  bibliographies  of  Canadian 
urban  studies  and  international  urban  history  for  the  Urban  History  Review 
was  also  relevant.^ 


There  are  several  advantages  in  using  computer  methods.  One  is  the 
efficient  storage  in  a database  management  system  for  full  details  of  each 
record,  with  the  capability  of  future  maintenance  and  updating.  Another  is  the 
potential  for  indexing,  search  and  retrieval  of  all  types  of  records,  by  any 
indexed  field  or  combination  of  fields,  including  precise  place,  period,  person 
or  corporate  entity  as  well  as  general  theme  or  specific  subject.  A third  is 
the  possibility  of  programming  and  formatting  record  descriptions  into 
camera-ready  text  for  print  publication.  One  may  also  interface  with  other 
machine-readable  archives  and  download  records  from  machine-readable 
cataloguing  systems  of  library  and  archival  repositories. 


Based  on  an  assessment  of  the  Project’s  needs  and  resources  for  the 
current  year,  and  on  a comparison  of  various  archival  and  library  models,  we 
devised  a methodology  for  creating  the  research  tools.  This  assumed  a 
dedicated  microcomputer  with  30  megabyte  hard  disk,  INMAGIC  software  and 
one  MARC-compatible  record  structure  designed  to  handle  both  bibliographic 
and  archival  records.  We  thank  Ralph  Daehn  and  Nancy  Sadek  (University  of 
Guelph  Library),  Linda  Kearns  (Guelph  Public  Library)  and  Maria  Phipps  and 
Lawrence  Folland  of  M.E.  Phipps  and  Associates  of  Guelph  (Canadian  agents 
for  INMAGIC)  for  their  interest  and  advice  at  this  stage. 


INMAGIC  is  a text  indexing  and  retrieval  software  program,  first 
introduced  in  1980,  which  has  been  designed  for  mini  and  micro  computers.  It 
is  claimed  by  its  creators  to  be  "particularly  powerful  and  efficient  in 
organizing  and  rapidly  searching  text  records  of  varying  length,"  and  has  been 
adopted  by  libraries,  archives,  law  firms,  and  research  institutes  in  various

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fields.  We  chose  INMAGIC  (version  7.0)  for  its  combination  of  qualities  and 
for  the  scope  it  gave  to  design  customized  features  for  our  needs.  INMAGIC 
software  comes  with  an  outstanding  manual  and  the  corporation  is  remarkably 
responsive  to  the  needs  of  its  user  group.  A new  version  7.1,  released  in 
spring  1988,  has  various  enhancements  which  are  now  helping  in  the  creation 
of  the  Guelph  Regional  Project’s  Inventory.  These  improvements  include  faster 
performance  in  loading  or  replacing  longer  records  and  larger  databases,  more 
efficient  editing  with  very  large  records  and  hyphenation,  better  stability  of 
databases  subjected  to  extensive  editing  and  modification,  quicker  retrieval  of 
records  in  the  SELECT  environment,  the  capacity  to  sort  larger  number  of 
records  with  the  ORDER  Key,  and  the  ability  to  use  printer  control  codes  in 
report  formats.  Although  we  found  that  INMAGIC  would  not  perform  quite  all 
the  tasks  we  had  hoped,  particularly  in  producing  camera-ready  text  and 
indexes  for  the  printed  Bibliography,  it  suited  our  needs  better  than  any  other 
available  software. 

During  the  later  planning  phase,  hardware  was  selected  and  the  record 
structure  and  coding  forms  designed.  As  project  co-ordinator,  I also  visited 
all  library  and  archival  repositories  known  to  hold  materials  on  the  region, 
compiled  and  tested  a preliminary  thesaurus,  and  codified  principles  of 
selection  and  procedures  in  several  working  papers.^ 

In  September  1987,  two  full-time  graduate  research  assistants,  Jane 
Turner  and  Joe  Gabriel,  joined  the  staff  of  the  Guelph  Regional  Project  and 
began  systematically  to  visit  all  library  collections  containing  local  materials. 
A third  assistant,  John  Warecki,  was  part  of  the  team  from  January  to  March 
1988.  Together,  they  competently  researched  and  coded  details  of  all 
published  and  secondary  material  relating  to  Guelph  and  Wellington  County. 
Patricia  Abbott  worked  part-time  for  the  research  unit  from  late  September 
1987,  entering  and  editing  data  and  assisting  with  other  tasks. 

2 SELECTION  OF  MATERIAL  FOR  BIBLIOGRAPHY 

What  kinds  of  records  can  the  user  expect  to  find  in  this  Bibliography? 
Our  general  plan  was  to  include  all  kinds  of  published  or  secondary  items  that 
described  the  processes  of  settlement  and  development  in  all  or  part  of 
Wellington  County  during  the  period  before  1940.  Thus  we  searched  for  all

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discrete  books,  booklets  and  journal  articles  concerned  with  the  area.  We 
began  with  existing  bibliographies  such  as  Olga  Bishop’s  Bibliography  of 
Ontario  History, ^ and  the  annual  updates  published  by  the  Ontario  Historical 
Society  between  1980  and  1 986. 1 1 Earlier  bibliographies  of  Wellington  County 
were  noted. ^ We  also  systematically  searched  the  holdings  of  local  library 
and  other  collections  such  as  the  Guelph  Public  Library,  the  University  of 
Guelph  Library  and  the  Wellington  County  Archives.* 1-^ 


In  addition,  we  were  interested  in  chapters  or  even  shorter  passages  in 
works  of  larger  scope  that  contained  material  on  Wellington  County,  especially 
when  these  sources  covered  topics  only  slightly  treated  otherwise.  Thus  we 
included  specific  references  to  Wellington  County  material  in  such  general 
surveys  as  Robert  Leslie  Jones’s  History  of  agriculture  in  Ontario,  Helen 
Cowan’s  British  emigration  to  British  North  America,  and  Jacob  Spelt’s  Urban 
development  in  south-central  Ontario. 

Theses  and  reports,  though  they  are  not  strictly  published  materials,  are 
cited  in  the  Bibliography  if  they  are  accessible  in  a local  library  or  record 
collection.  Similarly,  we  included  references  to  undergraduate  research  essays 
on  the  region  that  have  been  deposited  in  the  University  of  Guelph  Library’s 
Archival  and  Special  Collections.  Library  locations  for  all  records  are  included 
in  the  database,  the  relevant  abbreviated  codes  being  presented  in  the  printed 
Bibliography  as  the  last  element  of  each  citation.

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It  was  more  difficult  to  decide  to  what  extent  we  should  include 
references  to  newspaper  and  magazine  articles  concerned  with  any  aspect  of 
Guelph  or  Wellington  County.  We  have  cited  the  historical  or  descriptive 
pieces  which  were  published  in  various  special  series  by  Guelph  newspapers  in 
1866,  1878,  1894-5,  1906,  1908,  1917,  1924  and  1927.  To  provide  more  material 
on  farming  and  agricultural  improvements  in  this  region,  we  also  searched  the 
Canada  Farmer  (under  its  variant  names)  for  the  period  from  the  mid-1840s  to 
mid-1870s  and  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College  Review  from  1889  to  the  mid- 
1930s.14 

We  did  not  include  in  the  Bibliography  several  kinds  of  source  materials 
which  will  be  systematically  listed  in  the  Guelph  Regional  Project’s  forth- 
coming Inventory  of  primary  and  archival  materials  relating  to  Guelph  and 
Wellington  County.  The  Inventory  has  sections  on  the  records  of  various 
levels  of  government  (especially  the  local  or  municipal  level)  businesses, 
churches  and  voluntary  organizations  of  all  kinds,  as  well  as  personal  and 
family  papers,  gazetteers  and  directories,  land  records,  maps  and  plans, 
newspapers  and  photographs.1^ 

3 RECORD  STRUCTURE,  DATA  ENTRY  AND  EDITING 

Separate  coding  forms  were  drafted  for  the  bibliographic  and  archival 
records,  based  on  the  single  data  structure  designed  to  accommodate  all  types 
of  primary  and  secondary  source  materials.  The  Bibliography  coding  form  has 
up  to  26  fields  to  allow  for  all  possible  bibliographic  elements,  the  abstract  of 
scope  and  content,  and  index  terms.  During  the  first  four  months  of  the 
researching,  abstracting  and  coding  work,  we  tested  and  modified  the 
preliminary  procedures  in  order  to  achieve  the  consistency  and  standardization 
essential  for  machine-readable  record  systems. 

Whenever  possible,  the  fields  of  the  data  structure  were  intended  to  be 
MARC-compatlble,  to  match  the  MAchine-Readable  Cataloguing  systems  that 
have  been  developed  for  libraries  and  archives.1^  Where  we  could  use  them, 
MARC  labels  are  indicated  in  brackets  after  each  field  name  in  the  list  on  the 
next  page.  In  some  cases,  this  was  not  possible  because  of  the  particular  needs 
of  our  project.  Our  database,  especially  for  the  Bibliography,  had  to  include 
types  of  documents  such  as  articles  in  journals  and  chapters  in  books,  which 
are  not  usually  catalogued  by  librarians.  Furthermore,  our  intention  to  format

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the  records  in  order  to  produce  camera-ready  copy  for  a print  publication 
complete  with  various  indexes  made  it  necessary  for  us  to  use  some  additional 
fields  such  as  document  type,  chronological  and  geographic  subject  headings. 
In  addition,  each  record  was  assigned  an  overall  summary  classification  to 
determine  its  order  in  the  printed  Bibliography. 

The  data  structure  for  all  bibliographic  records  comprises  fields  for  the 
following  elements,  illustrated  also  in  Figure  3: 

* unique  retrieval  number  (001) 

* document  type 

* personal  or  corporate  author(s)  (100/110) 

* title  of  article,  chapter,  thesis  or  report 

* published  title  of  book  or  journal  (245) 

* names  of  editor(s) 

* place  of  publication 

* publisher 

* year  of  publication 

* details  of  collation  including  volume  numbers  and  page  length  (300) 

* medium  (340) 

* condition 

* alternate  physical  form  (530) 

* abstract  or  scope  and  content  note  (520) 

* language  (546) 

* library  locations  (535) 

* start  and  end  dates  of  time  span 

Four  kinds  of  subject  headings  could  also  be  assigned: 

* personal  (600) 

* corporate  (610) 

* topical  (650) 

* geographic 

Subject  headings  should  be  used  consistently  by  bibliographers  and 
indexers,  so  that  users  are  provided  with  a clear  and  comprehensive  guide  to 
the  scope  of  material.  So  we  compiled  a thesaurus  of  topical  subject  terms,  to 
control  the  terminology  used  when  the  natural  language  of  documents,  indexers 
and  users  is  transposed  into  a stricter  language  suited  for  documentation 
handling  and  information  retrieval.  The  GRP  Thesaurus  is  based  on  Canadian 
Subject  Headings  as  well  as  consideration  of  subject  headings  used  by  the 
regional  history  collections  of  local  libraries.17  We  also  tried  to  standardize 
personal,  corporate  and  geographic  subject  headings  as  well  as  authors’  names 
by  compiling  authority  lists  at  the  end  of  the  first  four  months. 

INMAGIC  software  allowed  us  to  designate  multiple  subfields  for  such 
fields  as  author,  location,  and  personal,  corporate,  topical  and  geographic 
subject  headings.  For  example,  if  the  author  of  a document  has  discussed 
many  persons,  organizations,  places  or  subjects,  these  may  all  be  specified  as 
index  terms.  A user  of  INMAGIC  decides  in  advance  whether  the  various 
fields  of  the  record  structure  are  to  have  keyword,  term,  term-and-keyword,  or

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no  indexing.  These  choices  affect  the  kind  of  machine  searching  and  retrieval 
one  may  undertake  once  the  database  is  created.  With  a Term  Index,  one  can 
search  efficiently  among  the  search  relations:  EQUAL  TO,  GREATER  THAN, 
LESS  THAN,  STARTS  WITH,  FROM  ..TO.  A Keyword  Index  contains  every 
word  (except  particles)  in  a field  designated  to  be  indexed,  and  can  be 
searched  quickly  using  the  Search  Relations  CONTAINS  WORD,  CONTAINS 
STEM.  Some  fields  should  have  both  Term  and  Keyword  indexes  to  give  the 
greatest  flexibility  in  search  and  retrieval.  For  each  field  to  be  indexed  in 
INMAGIC,  one  also  designates  a SORT  code,  determining  how  information  is 
treated  when  searched  and  sorted  (letter-by-letter  or  word-by-word, 
punctuation  significant  or  not,  etc).  EMPHASIS  codes  determine  how  multiple 
field  entries  (subfields)  are  to  be  treated  when  searched  or  sorted,  whether  all 
subfield  entries  or  only  the  first  are  fully  indexed. 

INMAGIC’s  usual  data  entry  procedures  were  modified  in  several  ways. 
We  used  INMAGIC’s  batch-entry  and  batch-adding  procedures,  initially  enter- 
ing records  into  a database  indexable  only  by  retrieval  key.  For  several 
reasons,  we  also  entered  a fair  proportion  of  the  records  using  DataStar 
software  on  old  Superbrain  computers,  converting  these  later  into  INMAGIC 
format  before  adding  them  to  the  master  database.  Our  main  reason  for  doing 
so  was  to  sidestep  some  problems  we  experienced  in  using  INMAGIC  software 
on  the  model  of  XT-compatible  microcomputer  we  had  chosen.  But  the  DataStar 
routines,  designed  for  us  by  Ralph  Daehn  of  the  University  of  Guelph  Library, 
also  provided  some  safeguards  against  error  in  entering  the  vital  retrieval  key 
data  and  permitted  some  efficiencies  in  repeating  data  fields  common  to  several 
successive  records.  The  Project  was  fortunate  to  have  the  same  capable  and 
experienced  data  entry  assistant,  Patricia  Abbott,  for  all  this  work. 

Batches  of  records,  whether  entered  directly  in  INMAGIC  or  converted 
from  DataStar  format,  were  subjected  to  several  stages  of  proofreading,  editing 
and  correcting.  Later  stages  of  editing  used  the  INMAGIC  capabilities  of 
LISTing  index  terms  and  SORTing  by  any  field  to  check  for  consistency, 
possible  duplicates  or  omissions,  and  the  appropriateness  of  the  sequence  in 
which  references  would  appear  in  the  printed  Bibliography. 

In  its  alternating  rhythms  of  researching,  coding,  checking,  data  entry, 
proofreading  and  editing,  the  main  work  of  compiling  the  Bibliography  was 
complete  by  mid-March  1988,  when  the  research  assistants  turned  to  the  labour 
of  inventorying  the  primary  and  archival  materials.  Some  new  records  were 
added  and  others  modified  as  a result  of  the  scanning  of  early  printouts  of  the 
bibliographic  records  by  Gerald  Bloomfield,  Ian  Easterbrook,  Linda  Kearns 
and  Gilbert  Stelter. 

GUIDE  TO  USERS  OF  THE  PRINTED  BIBLIOGRAPHY 

The  Guelph  Regional  Project’s  research  tools  have  been  designed  to 
facilitate  user  access  through  the  print  medium  or  by  search  and  retrieval  of 
records  held  in  the  machine-readable  database.  The  first  and  more 
conventional  of  these  options  is  explained  here.  Machine  search,  using  Boolean 
logic  to  find  records  with  various  combinations  of  defined  keywords  and  index 
terms,  will  be  more  specific  and  useful  but  awaits  the  installation  of  a 
dedicated  microcomputer  in  a local  library. 
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Concurrently  with  the  data  entry  and  editing  phase,  we  experimented  with 
INMAGIC  report  formats.  While  we  expected  that  the  machine-readable 
database  would  continue  to  have  value  for  direct  searches  and  for  future 
updates,  our  primary  goal  was  to  produce  a printed  volume.  Thus  we  had  to 
be  able  to  generate  camera-ready  text  of  the  bibliographic  entries  and  create 
indexes  of  authors,  places,  subject  headings,  personal  subjects  and  corporate 
subjects.  In  the  end  we  had  to  use  other  software  in  addition  to  INMAGIC 
for  these  tasks.  While  INMAGIC  could  be  used  to  generate  a numbered  list  of 
references  containing  the  required  bibliograpahic  elements,  WordPerfect  was 
needed  to  produce  conventionally  acceptable  text,  complete  with  headings  and 
page  numbers  and  ready  for  final  proportional  laser  printing.  INMAGIC  also 
allowed  us  to  create  basic  author,  place,  subject,  personal  and  corporate 
indexes  matched  with  the  sequential  numbers  of  relevant  bibliographic  entries. 
But  SAS  procedures  on  the  mainframe  were  needed  to  sort  the  numbers  in 
ascending  order  and  convert  them  to  strings.  WordPerfect  and  Ventura 
software  were  used  to  format  the  indexes  for  final  printing.  We  appreciate 
the  advice  and  help  of  Peter  McCaskell  and  Marie  Puddister  with  these  tasks. 

Figures  4 and  5 illustrate  how  several  elements  of  the  basic  record 
structure  of  a book  or  a journal  article  can  be  linked  together  or  concatenated 
into  a bibliographic  reference  for  the  printed  volume.  The  elements  we  used 
are:  personal  or  corporate  author(s),  title  of  article,  chapter  or  thesis  (in 
quotation  marks),  title  of  book,  booklet  or  serial  (bolded),  place  of  publication, 
publisher,  year  of  publication,  collation  (volume  and  pagination  details), 
abstract  of  the  scope  and  content  of  the  item,  date  span  with  which  the  work 
is  concerned,  and  abbreviated  library  location  code(s). 

The  Bibliography’s  references  are  printed  in  CLAS  code  order,  the  CLAS 
code  assigned  to  reflect  the  overall  character  of  the  work  being  described. 
The  sequence  of  CLAS  codes  is  reflected  in  the  Table  of  Contents  of  this 
volume,  with  broad  thematic  or  topical  categories  and  sub-categories  followed 
by  sections  on  specific  townships  and  urban  centres.  On  the  whole,  CLAS 
codes  for  thematic  or  topical  categories  were  chosen  in  preference  to  CLAS 
codes  for  specific  places.  Thus  a study  of  social  class  in  Guelph  would  be 
assigned  to  the  CLAS  for  SOCIAL  STRUCTURE  AND  ELITES,  while  references 
placed  in  the  section  on  Guelph  tended  to  be  more  general  and  difficult  to 
assign  to  a particular  topical  category. 

While  the  printed  Bibliography  is  presented  in  CLAS  code  order,  the 
various  index  terms  provide  additional  means  of  retrieving  records  according  to 
their  alternative  and  more  subtle  characteristics  and  subject  areas.  The  full 
potential  of  these  index  terms  can  only  be  realized  by  searching  the  machine- 
readable  database.  However  the  user  of  the  printed  Bibliography  should  find 
useful  the  five  indexes  in  which  terms  or  subject  headings  of  various  kinds  are 
matched  with  the  relevant  numbers  of  bibliographic  references.  Figures  4 and 
5 illustrate  the  SUG,  SUT,  SUP,  and  SUC  index  terms  referred  to  below.  The 
author  and  place  indexes  are  quite  conventional  but  the  subject,  personal  and 
corporate  indexes  need  a little  more  explanation.

Entries  in  the  author  index,  compiled  from  all  in  the  AUT  field  in  the 
record  structure,  allow  users  to  find  works  by  any  one  of  the  over  600 
personal  authors  represented  in  the  Bibliography.  It  should  be  noted  that  we 
standardized  the  forms  of  authors’  names  when  we  knew  that  slight  variants 
referred  to  the  same  individuals.  Thus  the  Guelph  local  historian  who 
published  articles  as  both  Greta  M.  Shutt  and  Mrs  D.B.  Shutt  has  all  her 
pieces  indexed  under  the  name  of  Shutt,  Greta  M. 

2 PLACE  INDEX 

Some  174  geographic  locations,  identified  in  researching  the  literature  on 
Wellington  County,  were  compiled  from  the  SUG  field  in  the  record  structure. 
Users  should  note  that  place  names  located  within  our  region  receive  primary 
emphasis  in  the  index  and  are  not  followed  by  "Ontario"  or  "Ont."  Places 
outside  the  region  may  be  included  when  apparently  significant,  as  sources  of 
migrants  for  example.  Place  names  ending  in  -shire  are  in  England  or 
Scotland,  while  those  preceded  by  County  are  in  Ireland.  In  ambiguous  cases, 
foreign  place  names  have  the  country  name  added  to  the  locality  name. 

3 SUBJECT  INDEX 

Compiled  from  subject  headings  in  the  SUT  field  according  to  the  Guelph 
Regional  Project’s  Thesaurus,  the  subject  index  has  a controlled  vocabulary  of 
about  500  terms.  ^ This  index  is  particularly  useful  for  gaining  additional 
points  of  access  to  the  resources  of  the  Bibliography.  For  example,  an  article 
primarily  concerned  with  the  pioneer  period  of  settlement  would  have  been 
given  a CLAS  code  so  that  its  citation  would  print  out  among  other  works  on 
Pioneer  Settlement.  But  in  assessing  the  scope  and  content  of  the  article  we 
might  have  found  that  it  contained  important  material  on  the  ethnicity  of  the 
settlers,  the  migration  process  and  the  establishment  of  churches  and  schools. 
We  would  then  have  included  in  its  machine-readable  record  subject  index 
entries  for  Settlers  (Scottish)  and  Migration  process,  among  others,  and  its 
number  would  be  included  under  those  index  entries  in  the  printed  volume. 
Consequently,  researchers  interested  in  the  topic  of  migration  of  Scots  to 
Wellington  County  will  find  some  relevant  references  in  the  major  sections  on 
Ethnicity  and  Migration,  but  usually  others  as  well  by  searching  the  Subject 
Index  under  such  subject  headings  as  Settlers  (Scottish),  Scottish,  Settlement 
(Directed)  or  Migration  process. 

4 PERSONAL  SUBJECT  INDEX 

The  personal  index,  compiled  from  the  SUP  field,  lists  some  1700 
individuals  who  have  been  identified  as  subjects  of  the  works  listed  in  the 
Bibliography.  Most  of  these  persons  are  mentioned  only  once  but  only  45  of 
them  were  cited  at  least  ten  times.  The  two  persons  cited  most  often  were 
John  Galt  who  founded  Guelph  on  behalf  of  the  Canada  Company  and  Frederick 
W.  Stone,  the  notable  livestock  breeder  of  the  mid-nineteenth  century  whose 
farm,  Moreton  Park  Lodge,  became  the  site  of  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College 
in  the  1870s.  As  with  the  author  index,  we  tried  to  standardize  the  form  of 
personal  names,  but  we  did  so  cautiously.  For  example,  only  when  Mr  McDuff, 


Elizabeth  Bloomfield,  "The  GRP  Thesaurus  for  Regional  History" 
(Guelph  Regional  Project,  Working  Paper  #6,  November  1987). 
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J.  McDuff  and  James  McDuff  were  positively  known  to  be  the  same  person,  did 
we  standardize  all  citations  to  the  form  that  appeared  most  commonly  in  the 
literature  or  was  least  ambiguous.  When  we  could  not  be  certain,  we  left  the 
alternative  renderings.  The  personal  subject  index  constitutes  a base  from 
which  a "dictionary  of  local  biography"  might  be  compiled,  such  as  that 
published  for  Hamilton  in  1981.^ 


5 CORPORATE  SUBJECT  INDEX 

Compiled  from  entries  in  the  SUC  field  of  the  record  structure,  the 
corporate  index  lists  about  1000  businesses,  churches,  schools,  clubs  or 
municipal  governments.  As  with  the  personal  index,  most  corporate  entries 
have  only  one  reference  each,  only  30  having  more  than  ten.  But  the  variety 
of  these  corporate  entities  and  the  numbers  of  citations  for  some  of  them  is 
illuminating.  This  part  of  the  Bibliography,  when  used  with  the  Inventory  of 
archival  and  primary  records,  should  prove  invaluable  to  researchers  and 
students. 


In  creating  what  is  probably  the  most  detailed  and  comprehensive  guide 
to  the  history  of  any  Ontario  county  or  region,  we  are  providing  a solid 
information  base  for  a wide  range  of  users.  We  expect  that  the  contents  of 
the  Bibliography,  and  soon  of  the  Inventory  as  well,  will  benefit  not  only 
teachers  and  students  at  secondary  and  post-secondary  levels,  but  also  local 
historians,  genealogists,  archivists,  municipal  and  museum  staff,  and  heritage 
groups.  Researchers  and  students  should  find  new  directions  for  their  work  in 
local  and  regional  history,  especially  when  this  volume  is  used  in  conjunction 
with  the  Inventory  of  primary  and  archival  sources.  We  believe  that  the 
methods  used  to  create  these  research  tools  will  also  interest  information 
specialists  and  scholars  outside  the  immediate  local  region.
